Cronin, A. J. Little, Brown 
THE SPANISH GARDENER $3.00 


An odd, off-the-beaten track performance, this, not to be bracketed with any- 
thing else Cronin has done. And not a book that will either enhance or detract from his 
reputation. The story is rather unusual, not wholly convincing; the characters are some- 
what wooden. And yet there is a holding quality to the telling, even if at the close 
there is a sense of bafflement. Harrington Brande, Consul, feels himself unappreciated, 
side-tracked beneath his just desserts, when he is sent to a minor port of Spain- and he 
takes out his frustrations by intensified superiority towards his underlings, intensified 
possessiveness and dominance over his frail nine-year old son, Nicholas. When he dis- 
covers, through the spying of his house man, Garcia, that Nicholas has struck up a friend- 
ship with the Spanish gardener, Pedro, a youth who is hero of the town's pelota fans, the . 
Consul cannot bear the pangs of jealousy, and determines to punish Pedro. Garcia, re- 
sentful of Nicholas' terror of his sly viciousness, plants stolen goods on Pedro and the 
Consul, who has already attempted to break up the friendship, seizes the opportunity, 
presses charges- and is eventually responsible for Pedro's death. A strange three-corner- 
ed emotional situation, twisted out of normal tracks by petty minds and suspicious de- 
pravity, the solution comes through tragedy which snaps the bonds between father and son, 
and Nicholas, almost overnight asserts himself, both in relation to his estranged mother- 
and his own right to be himself. The setting- a sleepy seaport with alluring back country; 
the situation, fraught with possibilities only half explored; the march of the story - 
combines to hold reader interest although there is a distinct sense of anticlimax as the 
story ends.

Guareschi, Giovanni Pellegrini & Cudahy 
THE LITTLE WORLD OF DON CAMILLO $2.75 | 









This is in its 7th edition in Italy - and well it might be, for it is an utterly 
delightful and diverting collection of incidents about a village priest, Don Camillo, and 
his satanic friend-enemy, the Communist Mayor Peppone. Set somewhere in the Po River 
valley, a village church houses a cross from which Christ volubly acts as referee in the 
abundant and constant political battles which rage at all times between Don Camillo and 
Peppone. They bicker about the evils of Commmnism, about who is to provide the town with 
an amusement center or who is to entertain an outside speaker, representing the liberal 
party: there are fist fights, with the priest boxing before the town incognito, and mich 
amiable hitting one another on the head. Christ is always on hand to offer good, balanced 
advice to the impulsive priest, who is once driven out of town, who escapes being blown 

up in a mine field, who poaches illegally - with Peppone. All ends happily with Peppone 
realizing his Communist parrotings are empty words. Extremely amusing - not only in the 
text but in the gay little drawings by the author which head each chapter. Dual selec- 
tion for August Book of the Month with Rise Up And Walk by Turnley Walker (Dutton-P.325).

Stegner, Wallace 
THE PREACHER AND THE SLAVE $3.75 

* An extraordinary book- an exciting book, but its reception is unpredictable be- 
cause of the reluctance of the general reading public to allow its emotions to be stirred 
in the cause of Labor. For Stegner has chosen as his central character one of Labor's 
martyrs, "Joe Hill" whose I.W.W.version of Casey Jones first brought nationwide recogni- 
tion in the workers' ranks. A strange, illusive and fascinating personality, as Stegner 
bas portrayed him, Swedish born, he came into Labor by roundabout ways, and found there 
his niche as an organizer. He had no gift for soapbox oratory; he won adherents instead 
through his songs, his cartoons, his undercover activities, his pervasive inspiration, 
for the cause of industrial organization became a flaming passion, a religion, fanatically 
adhered to. He lived from hand to mouth; he could raise money for the cause tt not for 
himself. A salutary influence in his life was the evangelist preacher, Lund, but they 
always parted on Lund's religious partisanship- and Joe's adherence to the militant cause 
of Labor. There are scenes in the jungles of the down and outers, in the doss houses, in 
the hiring halls; there's grim, crude ribaldry and tough talk, much of which will shock 
the thin-skinned. It's not a pretty story - nor intended to be, either in its broader 
sweep or its flashes of indictment of a capitalistic society that could allow the migrant 
camp conditions, the conditions along the water front, the mines, the factories. And yet 
the book is intensely personal and human- rather than a documentary soundtrack. There's 
a tense undercurrent of excitement, and yet an almost quiet pace of writing. It is a 
difficult book to evaluate and it almost demands to be read in order to be recommended. 
Certainly not everybody's meat, but don’t bypass it.

Covert, Alice Lent Avalon 
THE GLASS HOUSE $2.00 


The small town of Westwood, with all its strictures, is the setting for the 
story of Katrin Vermeer's love for a married man which brought scandal and shame for her 
family and his. For Katrin had become Bert's partner and with him had pulled their law 
firm into prominence and until Bert's wife, Esther ,threatened divorce, their love was safe. 
When Esther withdrew her case and tried to kill Katrin there was more trouble for Bert 
learned how desperate Esther's love for him was. Bert ditched Katrin and when he was 
killed and Esther accused of his murder, Katrin took over the defense and, through her 
unselfish honesty, was the means of Esther's acquittal. Heavy on the soul searching, this 
presents graver questions for feminine followers than the usual rental fare. 


Sargent, Joan | Avalon Books 
THE GOOD SHEPHERDESS $2.00 


A southern sociable which features the Georgia town of Witherspoon, a lovable 
little old lady- Miss Olivia- and her running interference into the lives of all its citi- 
zens, and those whom her intrusive if well-intentioned activities affect. There's the 
new doctor, whom she plans to marry off to her motherbound niece; there's the school- 
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teacher who should land either the minister or the judge; there's Judith, the preacher's 
daughter, whose love life needs realignment; and there's poor white Lettie, about to have 
an illegitimate child, for whom she finds a rightful husband. Cosy, if you don't mind 
being snuggled up to in a pretty plain kind of way.

Stevens, Dan J. Avalon 
OREGON TRUNK $2.00 


The place-central Oregon in 1909-11 when the Oregon Trunk was being put through. 
The scene-America'’s "last" frontier-battleground for the contending forces of Hill back- 
ing the Oregon Trunk and his rival Harriman. Key to it all is heroine Hanna Racine's 
ranch in the narrow ravine of the upper Deschutes. Onto the scene come tall, handsome, 
two-fisted hero Lee Dawes, and his side-kick-second male lead Mike Quinn. Plot thicken- 
ing is provided by Cyrus Jepson, mysterious "third force" in the struggle, and a girl in 
his hire-dark, sultry Deborah Haig who makes both Dawes' and Quinn's blood boil at the 
mere droop of a suitably long black eyelash. But all ends well--good girl Hanna capitu- 
lates-both to Dawes and the Oregon Trunk, while Deborah and Quinn naturally gravitate 
into each other's arms. Routine lending library fare.

Gardner, Mona Doubleday 
MIDDLE HEAVEN $3.00 


* Though this lacks the maturity, the sureness of Zhe Good Earth, it could almost 
be defined as a Japanese parallel. The author has explored convincingly the psychology 
of the Japanese peasant farmer, the strange codes by which the Japanese medieval point 
of view has been kept alive, the pattern of life in which the head of the house, be he 
father or eldest son, must hold the dominant role. And yet, from the start the reader 
interest is centred on Tomo, wife of the absent Chu, who during the war has held the 
family, with its odd ramifications, intact, and planned hourly for her man's return from 
the hated war in China. Then Chu comes back, a changed man in more than the loss of his 
arm, a man whose faith in his Japanese traditions has been shaken by an experience which 
had cost him his arm, and his own sense of honor. He walks in a world alone; he seems 
unable to take up his former role; and Tomo has the more difficult task of making the 
decisions seem to be his. Then comes the earthquake and tidal wave; the material world 
is shattered and destroyed- and Chu seems deliberately to have chosen death with honor. 
Tomo is left alone- the head and yet not the head of the family. She must take circuit- 
Ous ways to achieve her end,- the saving of her daughter from sale to the man who desired 
Tomo; the saving of the new plot of land; the marriage of the girl Haru; the problem of 
the studious son - and the circumventing of Isamu, kinsman, who claims headship, with 
Chu's death. It is an absorbing and utterly fascinating book, a perceptive portrait of 
the Japanese way of life, as new ideas begin to take root with the defeat which put them 
under the foreign heel. The rhythms are Oriental without hampering the pace of the story.

Moll, Elick Little, Brown 
NIGHT WITHOUT SLEEP $2.75 


Insomniac exhibitionism for playwright Richard Bowen's protracted search for 
reality, when, awaking to a larger than life hangover, he tries to piece together the 
events of the previous hours. With frenetic recall he tries to - and evades - the 
straightaways that lead to truth: traces his fight with his wife, Emily; the romance he 
wants to seize, and which he knows he must give up, with cinema star Julie; the worn out 
affair with Lila that threatens each of the other associations; the memory of his resent- 
ful hours with his analyst, Dr. Baume, which hold the whole truth, now shrouded in alco- 
hol and self-willed forgetfulness. Here are the horrors of private hells, of the self- 
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defeating neurotic, of the crisis of thrashing aggressions and hostilities, of the mechan- 
isms of violence excused by humanitarian abnegation - all ending in the fury of high- 

@\ pressured murder. In the strip-tease, suspense school rather than the mystery field, 

this has a modern,nervous patter, unsublimated but integrated.

Goyen, William Random House 
THE HOUSE OF BREATH $2.75 


* An exquisitely written and often brilliant first novel by a young Texan whose 


short stories have appeared in such places as Accent, Southwest Review, Penguin New 
Writing, Partisan Review, Harper's Bazaar, Horizon and New Directions. The word style 
here is rhythmic, poetic and the phrases are flexible, flowing into one another as do the 
characters of the book. There are no boundaries or lines or hard shapes to Mr. Goyen's 
experimental, surrealistic style, although its very fluidity has something of the form 
of Thomas Wolfe, Eudora Welty, William Faulkner - and, occasionally, of Joyce. Set in 
Charity, Texas, it treats of the town, the Ganchion house and the river on a kind of 
anthropomorphic level: all are intensely alive and imbued with human qualities. The 
river is at once a God and a sensual human being and brings to mind sections of William 
Carlos Williams' poem, Paterson, the house is an alive shell full of whispers and within 
it are symbols like a ship in a bottle, a seashell that has the sounds of the ocean in 
it, a mirror, a picture, a map, etc. Christy and the Boy Ganchion stare at the map until 
it melts for them and the world flows into the individual and one becomes the other. The 
blind mother sits alone and the wind through the shutters brings memories of her life and 
children - alive and dead: there are those of the town, an actor and a homosexual who is 
"tinsel all the way", Granny, Otey who is married to Christy and who drowns in the river. 
a Everyone either dies or moves away. A beautiful, sensitive and creative boom which is 
apt to provoke a good deal of critical attention. 


August 23 


Thane, Elswyth Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
MELODY $2.50 


A frothy confection, made to order for dramatization as a Noel Coward vehicle. 
Adrian Locke, approaching seventy, is a successful and popular portrait painter, a bach- 
elor who is constantly getting himself "misunderstood" by designing females with an eye 
to matrimony. His old friend, Madge Forbes, extricates him time and again, but the pub-. 
licity attendant on the ¢ffaire Carolineis almost too much for both Adrian and Madge. 
Into the midst of it a bomb falls. Monica, daughter of his long lost love, his one vital 
romance with Alison, wife of an erratic and selfish violinist, turns up in London. She 
is an awkward, ill-adjusted echo of her mother, not seen for twenty years- but disturbing 
at that. And on her second visit, on which Madge and the gossipy Mrs. Gordon impinge, 
her overwhelming desire to see Adrian again, her unwillingness to reveal herself as free 
and still loving him. It is almost too late. Adrian has committed himself to Madge, out 
of loneliness intensified by "Monica's" statement that Alison is dead. But the almost 
is not quite enough. Madge has overstepped the line of his bachelorhood too soon - and 
even chivalry can't sustain the fiction of their elderly friendly agreement. And Alison 
wins the last throw. Good summer fare - but little more.

eee Kersh, Gerald Doubleday 
THE THOUSAND DEATHS OF MR. SMALL $3.50 


He writes like an angel- he writes like a devil, does Gerald Kersh - but the 
substance of his writings continues to offend me, in the overall design as well as the 
intimate (and frequently unsavory) details. This might well be a case history of a man, 
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unhinged by the buffets of fate. Throwbacks to a childhood, colored by unhappiness and 
deceit, as his father, forever unsuccessful, tries to make real a false front forced on 
him by his wife, who dislikes his Jewishness, though herself a Jew, who dislikes his 
shoemaking, who forces him into continual lies by her reception of the truth. Charles, 
the son, dies a thousand times in the falseness of his childhood, in his frustrations, 
emotionally, in his love life, his professional aspirations. Ivy is denied him; she is 
a goy: and he marries Hettie because of a deathbed promise. The theatre is denied him; 
and he makes a modicum of success in advertising- another false front- through his fa- 
ther's friend, the hunchback Solly Schwartz. It's a difficult book to read, episodic, 
erratic in pace. But bit by bit, it takes shape; the pieces fall together to make a 
whole - and "Mr. Small" emerges as a shadow of a man he might have been, against a middle 
class English background as unprepossessing as is he himself.

Eliot, Elizabeth Duell, Sloan & Pearce 


ALICE $2.75 











* A first novel which has considerable charm, an insouciant brightness, and a 
definite knowledge of the rather worldly world from which it derives- the indolent, ele- 
gant upper classes in England between the wars. As told by Margaret, her oldest friend, 
this follows the story of Alice from the time when they attend a rather impossible fin- 
ishing school. Everything Alice does goes badly; she seems attuned to failure in her 
search for emotional security, the only thing she wants. The first boy she loves is 
appropriated by her older sister; she marries Cassius Skeffington, a self-absorbed, self- 
indulgent exquisite; she has an affair with a bluff but bad-tempered older man; and as 
finally she makes a success in the theatre, she obliterates reality when she loses her 
memory, her identity... The early scenes here, of both these jeunes filles em fleur and 
their devastating deflation of their elders and betters are highly entertaining; and if 
the wit here is more disarming and not quite as deadly as Nancy Mitford's- who deals with 
much this same type of milieu- there should be a parallel public.

Ertz, Susan Harper 
THE PRODIGAL HEART $3.00 


A strange book, from the author of Madame Claire and a number of other novels, 
for the first time with angles that verge on the abnormal. There's more than a hint of 
Lesbian complications, balanced by a staid and rather inconclusive love affair. Medwin 
Blair has been oddly brought up, but has acquired enough training to qualify for a diffi- 
cult secretarial post with two women,- one an emotional widow, the other a tense, high- 
strung spinster, with undeniable charm and a dominant sense of possession. They are both 
rich, both seek outlets in good works, they share a luxurious home, and Medwin has her 
own quite private quarters in another house on the place. But her privacy is continually 
challenged by the jealous demands made upon her by her employers. She learns of the 
spinster's frustrated romance, the suicide of a school friend because of it, the quarrel 
with the brother who interfered. And almost simultaneously she meets the son of that 
selfsame brother, and they fall in love despite his marriage to- and separation from- an 
unfaithful wife. A "pull devil-pull baker" situation on all fronts, not simplified by 
Medwin's profligate father and invalid mother and eccentric aunt. As the story comes to 
@ close, Medwin sends the husband back to his wife, and agrees to stand by her employers, 
if only they cement their quarrels. An unsatisfactory and perhaps too too noble an end- 
ing, for a story in which no one of the characters ever quite comes to life. 
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Kalashnikoff, Nicholas Harper 
TOYON $2.75 





This engrossing and smoothly told story of the adventures of a dog and its owners 
runs along unimpeded, getting its send-off from the "I" of the story, a political prisoner 
who is being exiled to Verkhoyansk in Northern Siberia for five years. He stops with his 
guaris to rest at the native dwelling of hospitable Guran where everyone gets drunk on 
forbidden vodka. The prisoner's interest in the very old dog, Toyon, who is king-pin in 
the house, spurs Guran during the next three days to tell Toyon's story and how he 
brought good fortume to the family. Guran had adopted a neighbor's grandson, Dahn, and 
the newly born Toyon, son of a great hunting dog and from then on luck smiled. Good 
hunting seasons, a loan from the government, plentiful harvests, rol2 up richness for 
Guran. Toyon becomes an adept hunter, tracking down the most priceless foxes, he saves 
Dahn, rescues Guran from mobbing, his daughter from drowning, and both Dahn and the 
daughter from a pack of wolves. The prisoner goes off to his sentence full of hope and 
belief in humanity and luck. Healthy, full of fresh air that makes for satisfying, good 
reading. Especially perfect for the 12 to 14 year old boy.

RING IN THE NEW Y $3.00 


This family chronicle is set in a small Indiana town on the Ohio River in the 
year 1900. Richly embroidered in all the minutiae of small-town housekeeping and living- 
all is seen through the eyes of seven year old Susan--youngest of Elder and Mrs. Campbell's 
five daughters. A turning point in all their lives--Papa returns to the youthful dream 
of writing, Mama is forced to accept on-coming middle age, and the girls work out their 
problems each in her own way, to the faint tune of distant off-stage rumblings presaging 
the great changes the new century would bring with it. An incredibly detailed story, 
apparently completely authentic on all counts, full of determinedly earthy dialogue and 
description that in general ring true. The style and plot, however, betray a certain 


immaturity.

PURPIE PASSAGE $3.00 “ 


The life of Aphra Behn, 17th century writer, in fiction form offers a story 
ahead of its times which has almost a contemporary feel. For Aphra, a passionate, will- 
ful child, was convinced that women were equal to men and when the time came, deeply in 
love, she had few scruples about becoming Will Scot's mistress, since his marriage could 
not be dissolved. Will, republican and spy, was the means of a liberal education, for 
with the threat of Charles Stuart's return, they were driven to the continent and even- 
tually to Surinam where Aphra learned the injustives of slavery, went through a slave 
uprising and deserted Will when their beliefs clashed. Married to Haunce Behn she found 
his dullness intolerable, turned to Will to take her away. Work as a spy, debtor's prison, 
her love of the theater and a chance to write bring her to the climax of the opening of 
her first play. A novel for women this has the commendable qualities of being based on 
truth (while perhaps not agreeing with what is mown of Aphra's life) and a vivid re- 
creation of the period as well as the personality with which it is concerned. An interest- 
ing detour in literary history.

A second novel ‘The Sealed Verdict-i947) which is not quite as mch of a story 
as the first but which again centers on a rather queasy point of conscience and has its 
more decorative, dramatic moments as well. This tells of Philip Channing, a reporter, 
as he is sent to a rather select spa in France to pick up the story of the flight there 
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of Karlene, a Nobel prize winner and a scientist with an uncanny eye for oil and metals. 
Brought to this refuge by Clayfield, a Texan wild catter who needs Karlene's divining 
powers, assisted by a Hungarian professional opportunist, Karlene gets there after an 
anxious delay. It is Channing however who learns- through Karlene's daughter with whom 
he falls in love- of the conflict faced by the aging, tired man, of the reluctance to 
leave his country, the refusal to work for a Communist-controlled Czechoslovakia, the 


distaste for the pressure Clayfield applies which brings him to the decision of suicide...

THE DARLINGTONS $3.00 


I suppose the closest analogy is The Diary of a Young Lady of Fashion. Blend 
with it a mannered novel of the Victorian era, complete with artificialities and prudery. 
And you have something resembling Jhe Darlingtons. An apologia in the form of a poem 
indicating that this is a cobwebbed diary may or may not be taken seriously. But the why 


of publishing it remains a mystery - to this reader at any rate. Frankly, I was profound- 
ly bored, and at no point amused or entertained. It is Susan Darlington's story of growing 


up,- the ugly duckling of twin daughters of people of wealth and fashion. Her father a 
professional philanderer; her mother a nag and a scold; her twin sister, a selfish, arro- 


gant beauty; and Susan a misfit, from the childish whim to commit suicide (so as to observe 


from astral heights the grief of those responsible), to successive near calls of losing 


her one and only love. There's a thread of plot in the recurrent appearance of the villain 
of the piece-hisses off stage please- the estate steward, who interprets her childish wor- 


ship and dogging footsteps as readiness for sexual experience. But in the end Kelvin and 
Susan untangle their misunderstandings and all's well that ends.

Kiely, Benedict Dutton 
IN A HARBOUR GREEN $3.00 


A tightly knit, mature novel of love, passion ami politics in a small town in 
Ireland. A portrait in the round, this series of brief episodes holds the unity of tone 
of a well-blocked folk drama, with each character subordinate to the forces that control 
him - the constricting, demanding mores of the townspeople and the church, the obligation 
to natural forces - the fields and floodlands of the agricultural town, and the passions 
and yearnings of a vigorous people. When lovely May Campbell becomes involved with soft- 
voiced, middle-aged Fiddis, the solicitor, and learns the feline arts of love from Alice 
Graham, an outcast woman with knowledge of the world outside the village, a chain of emo- 
tional reactions carries the reader into a varied and entertaining group of characters. 
There is gangling, meditative Pat Rafferty, who thought he was the father of May's child, 
and who in his relationship with a man once accused of killing his wife found the tragedy 
and beauty of life; ancient Aunt Aggie who bitterly clung to her wasted life; two little 
boys wise in the knowledge of illegal adult doings but innocent in spirit; two "lost" 


young men rescued from drifting by the ironic savior -- the approaching World War II; and 


village clowns, reformers and farmers. A sustained, appealing effort.

Lessing, Doris Crowell 
THE GRASS IS SINGING YY $3.00 


In monotones, this is a tragic story of emotional immaturity as it retreats to 
the borderline of madness, effectively projected against the sultry, faded, bleak coun- 
try of the South African farming country. Its focus is Mary Turner, whose “early upbring- 
ing by a drink-fuddled father and a bitter mother scarred her with many distastes, left 
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her with many fastidiously unnatural responses. Pretty, girlish, and emotionally untouched 
at thirty, Mary marries Dick Turner, a farmer, is transposed to a life of bare necessities, 
loses her early restlessness to a later apathy, is only occasionally stirred by her hatred 
of the black boys who work for her. In the years that follow Mary loses what little res- 
pect she had for Dick when she realizes that incompetence underlies his many failures; she 
tries to leave him but is forced to return; and in the last years she is shadowed by the 
fear of Moses, the Negro whom she had once whipped but who now assumes an increasingly 
femiliar power over her which attains its full revenge in her murder... The deadening at- 
mosphere here, the external pressures which combine with inner weaknesses, all blend into 


a saddening and often compelling portrayal of deterioration.

Barr, James Greenberg 
QUATREFOIL $3.00 


An extensive and emotionally elated investigation of the hotspot of homosexuality, 
this attacks the problem from all sides, gives with its Grecian aspects as well, and 
moves through some rather dressy circles (emeralds are these boys’ best friends). This is 
the story of Phillip, groomed for prominence as a banker and engaged to marry a wealthy 
girl, who- when up for a court martial in the Navy- is let off through the intervention 
of Tim Danelaw. Tim also first makes him confront his latent homosexuality; indoctrinates 
him in a first night of love which brings on a morning after of misery and humiliation; 
goes home with him and helps him to break with his inherited and fore-ordained pattern. 
And when Tim dies, he leaves Phillip with the knowledge of a love that is as valid as any 
other kind... Some sensational moments here, this also verbalizes many of the traditional 
taboos which surround this subject and gives the answers to some queeries for the not so 
innocent bystander.

And still another posthumous offering from Mr. Williams - in which he continues 
to fluctuate between that which is ether and that which is real. The real setting is once 
again London and its environs - plus an interest in Africa. The coterie consists of Sir 
Bernard Travers, an authority on the belly and the father of Phillip - a conventional son 
who is in love with petulant and tiring Rosamond Muchison. Her sister is Isabel Ingram, 
who is married to Roger, poetry-quoting Professor of Applied Literature. Others include 
the "High Executor" Nigel Considine (Sir Bernard recognized he must be over 100 years old 
- it turns out he is well over 200) who is, among other things, Antichrist, and who is 
looking for a way to conquer death, either by living forever or by dying and living again; 
the African king, Zulu, under Considine'’s power and upsetting Rosamond’s balance of power 
by attracting her; Ian Caithness, a priest, who represents the deity; the Prime Minister, 
and more and more. Considine, thinking himself the "Deathless One", wishes to have Africa 
free of England so that he may control his schools there and let his theory of ecstasy 
flourish, but London is besieged, the furies are let loose, men kill themselves in the hope 
of living again. Death is all over the place at the end. In spite of the seeming excite- 
ment of the philosophy of ecstasy and some of the events, things here are generally pretty 
dry - and the characters flat. For Williams’ followers solely.

SIGNAL THIRTY - TWO $3.00 


Virtually a sound track for a documentary on the 24-hour round of a cop in a 
patrol car, this story of Patrolman Joseph Shetland and his new side partner, Dan Mallow. 
Dan was young on the job but a good man to have along, whether the assignment sent them on 
& rape or a murder, a fight or a suicide attempt, a hold-up or a sidewalk obstruction, a 
crap game or a crying baby. The section they covered was part Negro, part Porto Rican - 
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and there were dull moments, but in the main there was always human interest. Into this 
panorama of the daily grind a bit of romance intruded, and Dan ran into trouble when he 
found that his Ellie wouldn't marry a cop. Her father had been one- and was killed on the 
job. Her brother, on the narrow edge of trouble all the time, was also a copy- and it 
went hard with Ellie. Even their wedding trip was abruptly terminated when Dan was called 
back to duty. The story gathers momentum and winds up with a near-call on murder involving 
Blondie, the death in action of Joe Shetland, and Dan, facing new responsibilities of 
fatherhood.

Another exotic setting for the story of two upright Britons, Peter ami his wife, 
Sue, and the conflict in their lives with the Sultan of Zimbatan, Selim, their childhood 
playmate and adult charge. For Peter has become Selim's Advisor and is fervent in his 
attempts to balance the economic life of the country between Chinese prosperity and the 
disappearing Malay population, to modernize the state and to make Selim a good ruler... 
Selim for all his English education and European background still clings to his Eastern 
power and when his displays become too scandalous, looks to Peter to redeem his reputa- 
tion. Sue manages to withstand the threat to their marriage when Peter one night succumbs 
to his avid ex-fiancee, but never loses her mistrust of Selim which is justified when he 
is no longer unable to try to possess her and plots for Peter's death. Peter and Sue are 
saved by the hatred and vengeance of Selim'’s secretary who executes a fiendish justice...

A novel of Roger Williams which catches the spirit of the man as well as the emo- 
tional and religious problems that beset him. In the first person, Roger tells of his 
childhood as the son of a tradesman, with a mother who insisted on his learning a kind of 
shorthand, of his work and eventual turning toward the business of religion. Established 
at Lady Masham’s home, his love for the capricious Lady Jane drove him in and out of 
delight, until the final break which castigated him, and which forced him into marriage 
with Mary. His preaching reflected his development and was the cause of his leaving for 
the New World, where, after a vile trip, he scorned Boston, sought security in Salem and 
Plymouth, and, again in answer to his speaking against magistrates anc law, found himself 
a refugee. Fleeing deportation, he made a grim trip through the winter woods and came 
at last to what is now Providence. There he tried to prove his was a city of peace but 
white treatment of the Indians brought war to his doorstep, the burning of his city and 
its rebuilding. A sensitive record of the sharp and lonely way to God, this blends a cer- 
tain lyricism with history and demonstrates a spiritual as well as an intellectual appeal.

A novel developed around a small and relatively irrelevant incident of the war 
in China, this concentrates on no particular person but brushes in - with quite some sharp- 
ness- a series of international characters, shows up the face-and-skin saving which goes on 
in any army. Stationed in Yellow Dragon Village in a valley in northern China are Trebikoff, 
a Red Army Colonel, whose position is now precarious; Natasha, the creation of one system- 
the Czarist aristocracy- and now the outcast of another, Trebikoff's mistress; Barret, a 
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seasoned U. S. Correspondent with some scruples but no ideals; Liang, a Chinese Company 
Commander. From the static interval before their attack on the Monkey (the Japanese) to 
the failure when the attack is smothered, this follows their falling fortunes; Trebikoff 
is arrested; Natasha goes off to Shanghai for a momentary affair with Barrett; and Liang, 
to save the General, is executed. A seemingly knowing, and disabused, portrayal which 
reduces the heroism of war to the self-interest of those engaged in it,- this is unlikely

RIVER AND EMPTY SEA $3.50 


* A powerful historical novel of exceptional sweep and depth. Paul Denys returned 
to his family in the rude Quebec of 1671, deeply regretting the courtly life of Paris and 
Chantilly he has just left. A gifted, restless man of driving spirit he meets as a personal 
challenge the task of mastering colonial policy and politics and then the heroic assignment 
of conquering the wilderness he scorns as king's representative on an expedition to the 
Hudson Bay. led by the Jesuit priest Albanel whose personal courage is expressed through 
humility and acceptance in contrast to Paul's active resistance to hardship, the expedition 
to the Bay becomes symbolic of the whole of Paul's life. Strangely, deeply disappointed by 
the unspectacular culmination of a heartbreakingly difficult adventure only to find in the 
end the listless "river and empty sea" Paul has, however, learned in spite of himself to 
love the wilderness and to respect deeply his Indian companions. He returns to civilization 
to find himself ill at ease and finally returns to the wilderness, finding in it amd a 
noble Indian wife some measure of peace for his constantly striving spirit. With his wife's 
death and his own endurance of fearful hardships during a winter of famine and pestilence, 
Paul at last accepts a position whose selflessness allows him to reconcile the antagonistic 
elements of his character by becoming Frontenac's confidant and advisor on Indian matters. 
Paul's struggle and that of all men of that mysterious bent so prosaically called "pioneer- 
ing" is perpetuated in his son whose half-savage, half-civilized parentage marks him in- 
delibly for a repetition of Paul's own role. An excellent combination of popular subject 
matter and mature perception in facile prose.

Dahl, Robert A. Harcourt, Brace 
CONGRESS AND FOREIGN POLICY _  $h,00 


A thoughtful and often provocative analysis of the factors operating in Congress 
that make difficult the formilation of a foreign policy control. Three criteria are indi- 
cated:- provisions for responsible leadership, facilitating of agreement, leads to rational 
policies. Is it attainable or desirable to relieve Congress of the responsibility and yet 
save democracy? He explores the influences on Congress,:the constituents, the pressure 
groups, personal preferences and predilections, the difficulties in attaining facts of pub- 
lic opinion, etc. The power of the executive is up; is this wise and can it be controlled? 
The citizen has inadequate facilities for sound discussion, and a better system of communi- 
cation is needed, between citizen and Congress. How raise the citizen's competence? Con- 
gressional competence? The responsibilities of the political parties must be intensified; 
at present there is substantially no difference on foreign policy. He then views the exper- 
iments in collaboration, in bipartisanship, and the problems of agreement, and urges five 
points that need strengthening:- prediction, planning, flexibility, speed and adequacy. 
(One might venture the opinion that the last is the most difficult of all.) A publication 
under the Yale Institute of International Studies.

THE ENEMY HAD IT TOO: A Play in 3 Acts $2.50 


An American scientist sent to the South American jungles to investigate curare 
and other plants finds himself and his almost grown son and daughter completely cut off 
from civilization and threatened by change of chieftains among the head hunters who had 
been their friends. So they escape- and by sail boat eventually reach New York to find it 
@ wasteland. The only survivors of a world wide plague, distributed in chemical-biological 
warfare, are gangsters and ignorant guttersnipes. The girl escapes one man bent on making 
her his prisoner by poisoning him with her fingernail dipped in curare. The boy is shot- 
but not badly hurt. Eventually, they join forces with a family of refugees from the plague 
in Iceland, and then meet with aviators back from a 15-year expedition to Mars. Two Martian 
women are released to dig their way under the earth there to populate the world, while the 
rest of the survivors set out in the plane to return to Mars. Plenty of opportunity for 
some cynical commentary on the contrary forces at large in the world, and situations that 
are a blend of superman and the comic strips, in straight farce.

Fischer, Louis Harper 
THE LIFE OF MAHATMA GANDHT Visine 

Louis Fischer- if any American could do it- is preeminently the person to write 
@ biography of Mahatma Gandhi. An admirer and personal friend, a student of India's history, 
philosophy and social problems, Fischer has injected a good deal of this as background for 
better understanding of the extraordinary career of the man, the leader, the saint. In the 
main, the early years are based on Gandhi's own autobiography - and on interviews with peo- 
ple who knew him in youth. He traces the influences of childhood training - his changing 
point of view - his child marriage, and its subsequent emotional tensions, griefs and joys. 
The period in England was not a happy one - but something to be endured and experience drawn 
therefrom. Then Africa- and new horizons - and a new Gandhi, a man who dared fight for what 
he felt was the right, a man who developed new techniques and won what seemed then victory 
for the downtrodden Indian in South Africa. Gandhi returned a hero to an India he scarcely 
knew, and the years of learning were not easy ones. Gandhi had adopted two basic tenets, 
the one that proved for many years a thorn in the English flesh, civil disobedience; and 
in his private life, an austerity that extended far beyond the vegetarianism he had almost 
advocated, and the chastity he imposed on himself and his wife, to embrace rules of conduct 
for not only his family but that larger family of his followers. In the years that followed, 
Mahatma Gandhi, was the champion of the downtrodden, the spiritual leader of his country, 
the actual leader of the Indian National Congress party, the spearhead of opposition to 
Jinnah's theory of Pakistan. Repeatedly he used the technique of the fast to bend the 
British- the Indians, to his will. He taught the principle of native crafts, spinning in 
particular. He dramatised his resistance- his determination to win for India independence 
of British rule. And in the end, the victory should have been his, but because of partition, 
he withdrew from active participation in its implementation, though in rebuke to the intern- 
al strife between Moslem and Hindoo, he risked death in one of his longest fasts, and won 
surcease in limited areas at least. Fischer may have gone beyond the province of a biogra- 
pher in reading motives and thoughts into Gandhi's mind, but so steeped is he in the Gandhi 
philosophy, that his writing has the ring of authenticity. Not always easy- but usually 
rewarding reading.

The Puerto Rican Journey to New York 


One of the outstanding phenomena of post-World War II America has been a new and 
quite unusual wave of immigration of some 120,000 men, women and children from Puerto Rico. 
These people have settled mainly in the Barrio (section or neighborhood) of East or Spanish 
Harlem. Theirs has been an immigration like none other--these people are citizens--though 
in great part non-English speaking--theirs is an immigration with the highest percentage 
of Negro and mixed blood, creating additional problems and burdens to the already high num- 
ber faced by any newcomer to a strange land. But, in other ways, these immigrants resemble 
earlier ones--almost all are industrious, hard-working people, ambitious~-almost more so 
for their children than for themselves, and in the main part they are clean and decent 
citizens and by island standards above average in intelligence and education (though this 
latter unfortunately does not hold true when compared to continental U.S.standards). Most 
are from the urban areas of Puerto Rico. Between January and May, 1948, after more than a 
year of preliminary research and study, Columbia University personnel interviewed, in their 
homes, representatives or members of 1,113 households comprising some 5,000 Puerto Ricans. 
They found a shy, bewildered people, eager and willing but beset by grave problems ranging 
from hopelessly decaying rat and roach infested tenements where scrupulous housewives waged 
eternal battle with the "wild" life to strong prejudices that hemmed them in residentially, 
socially and as far as job opportunities were concerned. All were somewhat stunned by the 
colder atmosphere of the big city. In an age of increasing specialization, these people's 
lack of education opportunities and knowledge of English has not worked them in good stead. 
Though sometimes bitter and often discouraged, the interviewees repeated again and again 
the eternal hope of all "new" Americans--that the future could and would be better--for 
their children if not for themselves. The volume opens with a fairly long and thorough 
history and background of Puerto Rico as well as a comprehensive description of modern 
conditions on the island. Fully annotated and documented, this is a scholarly and well- 
written report on a grievous problem. A long and prominently placed illustrated article 
in the June 12th issue of TIME Magazine ought to help sales.

DRUMS BEHIND THE HILL — ‘ i $4.00 


* A good deal of personal as well as anthropological interest in this account of 
some nine years spent in the Manipur hills in the northeast corner of India among some 
headhunting (but actually very mild) tribes known as the Nagas. There are the expected 
dangers and privations of a life such as this, filth, disease, malaria, tigers, forest 
fire, famine, ending with the threat of the Japanese during the war years; there are the 
intelligent, and orderly, traditions which govern these native villages and some of the 
less reasonable superstitions, sacrificial rites, spirits and poltergeists; there was her 
continuously happy relationship with them (they called her "mother", "goddess") and its 
end as after a sudden courtship by an English officer stationed there during the war she 
married him. A record which contributes much which is unknown and unusual in a very 
readable rendition. 


Kase, Toshikazu | Yale 
JOURNEY TO THE MISSOURI $4.00 


The tragic story of the 14 years during which Japan sowed dragon's teeth--from 
Mukden in the fall of 1931 to that moment in September 1945 on the deck of the U.S.S. 
Missouri when the war at last ended--is told by a member of the Japanese government and 
diplomatic corps. Told soberly albeit now and then with a trace of delicate oriental 
imagery, this is the "inside" story of those monumental years of world history as seen 
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from the "other side" of the now deserted fox holes and battle lines. The main events and 
many little known or generally misinterpreted facts are presented with intelligence and 
clarity. A statesman and scholar of the author's stature and world vision does much to 
insure a peaceful and prosperous future for our erstwhile enemy.

Jensen, Merrill Knopf 
THE NEW NATION $5.00 


Professor Jensen (University of Wisconsin) has in this History of the United 
States during the Confederation (1781-89) reassessed the value of primary sources, and re- 
focussed historical perspective on a period that contributed vitally to the ultimate form 
of the government of the United States. He examines herein the nature of the political 
and economic problems of this post-Revolutionary War period. He gives us the patriots- 
and the scoundrels- on both sides of the issue, of national or federal government. He 
presents the period through the eyes of the people who lived it. Against a complex back-~- 
ground,- postwar depression, trade difficulties, wealthy creditors, debtor farmers, an 
unpaid dispersed army, on the one side- and exuberant optimism and abounding faith in 
the new nation on the other,- the testing period of the Articles of Confederation drew 
to a close, the Convention met to amend them- and stayed to write a new Constitution. 
During these years, the new nation faced the abrupt withdrawal of the British government 
with all that involved. Changes came fast in law, in religion's relation to state, in 
attitude to the slave trade, in education, humanitarian activities. But the toughest 
problem lay in the matter of trade and finance- and the author's analysis of American 
economy and the slow unravelling of the difficulties is perhaps the most important aspect 
of the book. The issues of state and nation loomed large in questions of taxing and 
tariffs and issues of currency. But bit by bit there emerged groups transcending state 
barriers. In a final chapter he charts the achievements of the Confederation, and the 
steps taken to a stronger national government. For the historian and the student- there 
is fascinating material here. But the market will be largely limited to this audience.

Laserson, Max M. Macmillan 
THE AMERICAN IMPACT ON RUSSIA $5.00 


A pedestrian study of diplomatic and ideological relations between America and 
Russia which may have a scholarly contribution to make for those who would understand the 
roots of ideological cleavage today, but which the general public would find tough going. 
In superficial structure one can trace the diplomatic history- a not very enlightening 
one with America's genius for sending uninstructed, ill-prepared diplomatic representatives- 
from the first failure Francis Dane, in 1780 to the ill-starred Ambassador Francis in 1917. 
At intervals through these years, literary, political and ideological writers indicated 
that the American myth had taken root. At times- as when Jefferson and Alexander I inter- 
changed letters regarding Russian constitutional reform - and again, at the time of closest 
contact and sympathy, when emancipation of the serfs in Russia coincided with emancipation 
of the slaves in the United States - the two countries were drawn together. Now and then 
a diplomat appeared who was really concerned in understanding Russia- Andrew White was one. 
But the real impact was made on the one side by a writer such as Herzen or Chernyshevski, 
and on the other by Henry George or George Kennan. Not a book for snap judgment, but for 
scholarly study.
